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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claimsl, 5-7 and 10-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1 and 7, the primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of the 
limitations in the claims regarding a channel having a permeation limiting zone, or flow 
control portion, having obstacles that are cylinders, pseudo-cylinders, cones, circular 
cones, elliptical cones, prisms, triangular prisms and quadrangular prisms, and that are 
arranged so that a direction of force causing flow of particles lies non-normal to and 
non-parallel with a direction of arrangement of the obstacles at the front-most plane on 
the branching point side of the permeation limiting zone. 

As to claim 11 , the primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of the limitations 
in the claims regarding a channel having a flow control portion which comprises 
trenches formed on the wall surface of the channel, wherein the trench structures have 
a long axis and a short axis oriented neither in parallel nor in normal to a force causing 
the flow of particles.
